which established as an important 
precedent that membership in the 
Japanese-sponsored Makapili army 
constitutes treason. 


Last March, Castillo, on pre- 


tense »that the Japanese were ac- 
cording safe conduct, cajoled the 
population of the village of Lum- 
band near Lipa. in Batangas pro- 
vince, to congregate. 
The Japa- 


nese then killed all except mem- 
bers of the Makapili 
organiza- 


tion. 


LIFE AT HARD LABOR 


Yokohama, Dec. 27—(AP) — A 


life sentence at hard labor, in- 
stead of the death penalty the 
prosecution 
demanded, was re- 


turned today 
against 
the first 


Japanese to be tried on the soil 
of his surrendered country as a 
war criminal. 


The sentence, eliciting an ex- 


pretesion of gratitude for Ameri- 
can justice from a Japanese on 
the defense staff, was passed by 
a U. S. war crimes commission 
against Tatsuo Tsuchiya, a prison 
camp guard. 


Among the crimes of which he 


was convicted was participation in 
the torture and killing of Pfc. 
Robert Gordon- Teas of Streator, 
III., a prisoner of war.

found alive grew dimmer. 


A. D. Sisk, director of rescue 


operations outside the Number 1 
mine of the Kentucky Straight 
Creek Coal Company, said no more 
fires had been sighted but it was 
not known whether any were far- 
ther back in 
the 
tunnel. 
The 


workers had penetrated approxi- 
mately one and a half miles back 
and were about 3.000 feet from 
the entombed men. 


The number of trapped men still 


was not definitely known today 
Estimates of officials ranged as 
high as 50 but others believed the 
figure would not exceed 30. 


Last hopes of reaching the men 


alive grew dimmer as 24 hours 
passed since the explosion which, 
although not felt or heard above 
ground, turned the mine's timbers 
and walls into a jungle of wreck- 
age.

States, SovietM Russia and Great 
Britain have reached an agreement 
on the atomic question, U. S. Sec- 
retary of. States James F. Byrnes 
disclosed today at the conclusion 
of an 11-day tri-power conference. 


He also said that the three 


foreign ministers had agreed on 
"many" other problems of world 
peace, but did not indicate what 
they were. Issues of their agenda 
had included control of Japan and 
withdrawal of foreign troops from 
Iran. 


Byrnes said details of the atomic 


agreement and of accords on other 
problems would be announced sim- 
ultaneously in Moscow, Washing- 
ton and London at 6 a. m. Friday 
(9 p. m., Thursday, Central Stand- 
ard Time). 


(Byrnes said in Moscow today 


that the big three foreign min- 
isters had agreed on the handling 
of the atomic question, and a re- 
liable informant In London aaid 
the foreign ministers also approved 
four-power i-ule for Japan.

foreign ministers of the United 
States, Russia and Great Britkln 
had agreed also to a five-year

Two Poisonous Religions 
Hirohito has made his last cere- 


monial trip to the shrine of his 
ancestors. General MacArthur has 
ruled out all such journeys by pub- 
lic officials, along with state sup- 
port of Shinto, its instruction in 
schools, government maintenance 
of its shrines, and all other activi- 
ties smacking of religious national- 
ism or compulsory adherence- 


Shinto, the primitive religion of 


Japan, flourished without a ser- 
ious rival until the Seventh Cen- 
tury, when Buddhism became firm- 
ly established. But a.s the centuries 
roiled on. the Buddhist priesthood 
threw its weight around more and 
more in state affairs. At times its 
soldier-monks 
ran 
the countiy. 


After a series of ups and clowns. 
Buddhism ceaseu to bo a temporal 
force in 1S6S, when the so-called 
Restoration brought in Shinto as 
the state religion. 


About that same time the new 


German empire, under Bismarck's 
leadership, was starting to get il- 
lusions of national and 
racial 


grandeur such as state Shinto 
taught- At first the German doc- 
trine had no religious connection. 
But it picked it up as it went 
along. 


Under nazism. this doctrine re- 


aernbled Shinto quite remarkably 
in its mythological 
"scriptures". 


its belief in racial superiority and 
divine mission, and its complete 
disavowal of the milder virtues 
which characterize most of the 
World's religions. 


Now the military authorities in 


Japan and Germany are engaged 
in the tremendous task of trying 
to purge these war-breeding beliefs 
from the minds of our recent ene- 
mies. How well they succeed may 
have ?. considerable effect upon the 
future tranquility of the world. 


In both Germany and Japan 


these ultra-nationalistic and mili- 
taristic creeds were superimposed 
on a nominal freedom of religious 
choice, though as the war pro- 
gressed that freedom seems to 
have been honored more in the 
breach than in the observance. 
Now the question is. how badly 
tainted are those minds which now 
have regained a real freedom of 
religion divorced from state? 


State Shinto was a calculated 


governmental development of a 
personal religion which a multi-

fulfill its responsibility for 


protecting this Nation against 


foreign enemies, the Army must 
project its planning beyond the 
immediate future. In this con- 
nection I feel that I have a duty, 
a responsibility, to present pub- 
licly at this time my conception, 
from a military point of view, of 
•what is required to prevent an- 
other international catastrophe. 


We finish each bloody war with 
e feeling of acute revulsion against 
this savage form of human be- 
havior, and yet on each occasion 
•we confuse military preparedness

judgment was defined long ago by 
Washington. He proposed to en- 
dow this Nation ;it the outset with 
a policy which should have been 
a reasonable guarantee of our se- 
curity for centuries.

As hitherto noted, 
President 


Truman has made several obser- 
vations jn the last few months 
which never could have been ex- 
pected from his predecessor, the 
most important being- his recogni- 
tion of the "public" as an element 
with rights and interests in the 
vast brawls deliberately inflicted 
on the nation by a few men with 
no public responsibility. 


Last week, again, he timorously 


suggested that if the books of 
employing industries should be 
examined in "fact-finding" 
in- 


quiries, then, it followed that the 
books of the unions also should 
be inspected. 


Truman seems to have been un- 


prepared to pursue the subject. 
a state of mind that can be easily 
understood when it is considered 
that he is only one man and 
neither a giant nor a runt but 
just George Spelvin who, a year 
ago, had no hope but rather a 
fear that he might suddenly be 
called on to know all the answers 
to such a mass of historic prob- 
lems, including issues of peace or 
war in a disorganized world.

On further questioning, the pres- 


ident replied that he saw no re- 
lation between wages and con- 
sumer prices on one hand and 
union "dues" on the other. 
The 


question, as put, excluded impor- 
tant facts and considerations, for 
"dues" are by no means the only 
revenues of unions and, moreover, 
when "dues" amount to a. gross 
income tax of ten per cent of the 
workers' wages, as they have been 
known to. or even two or three 
per cent, obviously that money 
is not wages but an extra impost, 
never handled or even seen by the 
worker, which must be paid in the 
end by the consumer who buys the 
ton of coal, the ticket to the 
movies, the suit of clothes or the 
phonograph record. 


Such 
collections 
by 
unions, 


whether they be called "dues" or 
whatever else, do represent an in- 
crease in the cost, of living to the 
general public and. of course it is 
a concern of the national govern- 
ment that unions should not be 
allowed to amass treasuries of lit- 
erally billions of dollars, subject 
to neither scrutiny nor regulation, 
to be spent or hoarded strictly ac- 
cording to tho. personal whims or 
political purposes of this small 
group of ruthless bosses. 


If all the employed workers in 


the United States were enrolled in 
unions and each person were tax- 
ed, say, three per cent of his earn- 
ings, the tolal rakeoff hero would 
exceed by one-half the local pay- 
roll tax for national social secur- 
ity, surely no petty amount as 
congress recognized in refusing i"

treasury first gave these favored 
proteges of the Roosevelt govern- 
ment a long postponement of the 
date of filing and then so modified 
the law, itself, as to permit the 
unions to conceal most of their 
revenues. 
The treasury's "inter- 


pretation" of the plain intent of 
congress permitted the central un- 
ions to file for all their little com- 
ponent sub-groups and 
without 


particulars or the possibility of 
punishment of local dictators and 
racketeers for falsifying returns 
under oath. The result was defeat 
of the purpose of the law and the 
false and misleading statement of 
recent date minimizing the loot.

And moreover, even this con- 


gressional act came at a time 
when the gangsters of the Hod- 
carriers' and Operating Engineers' 
unions, two of the most rapacious 
rackets in the sordid history of 
American graft, had just about 
completed their harvest in the vast 
war-construction projects, the fac- 
tories, barracks, flying fields, res- 
ervoirs and, literally, whole new- 
cities, and this colossal graft was 
not even included in the intent of 
the law.

L*vvis decided to collect ten cents 
a ton on coal. Other unions collect 
sales taxes on other consumer 
goods and Truman probably would 
admit, upon particular discussion, 
that these sales taxes do increase 
consumers' prices, although tech- 
nically they might not be called 
"dues."

Chicago, Dec. 
27—{API—Full 


employment and high wages do 
not necessarily mean high farm 
prices for food, two Cornell uni- 
versity professors said today. 


In a paper prepared for deliv- 


ery to the American Farm Econ- 
omic 
association. 
Profs. 
F. A. 


Pearson 
and 
Donald 
Paarlberg 


said farm prices of food depend 
upon the general level of world 
prices rather than upon the pur- 
chasing- power of wage earners in 
the United States. 


Pearson stated the idea that a 


high level of employment would 
cause high demand for food ant 
therefore high prices was false 


"Contrary to public opinion,' 


he asserted, "the consumption o 
food is remarkably stable and high 
wages have little pffect upon tin 
total demand for food. 


"Wages are an income to labor- 


ers, but they are a cost to farm- 
ers and businessmen. Costs have 
an important effect on profits, anc 
profits determine the level of em- 
ployment and production. It cosl 
billions to teach economists that 
food prices were not solely depen- 
dent upon supply. 
No one knows 


how many billions it will take be- 
fore they learn that food prices 
are not solely dependent upon the 
demand of city laborers."

Patton, Jr.'s.. instructor in tanks 
in World war I, has released a 
poem General Patton wrote in tri- 
bute to a friend in the last world 
war telling- how he would like to 
die. 


The poem, written on Nov. 11, 


1918, to an otherwise unidentified 
"Captain English" read: 
The war is over and we pass 
To pleasure after pain 
Except those few who n'ere will 


see 


Their native- land again. 


To one of these my memory turns 
Noblest of the slain; 
To Captain English of the tankt 
Who never shall return. 


Yet should some future war exact 
Of me the final debt 
My fondest wish would be to tread 
The path which he has set. 


For faithful unto God and man 
And to his duty true 
He died to live forever 
In the hearts of those he knew. 


Death found in him no faltering 
But faithful to the last 
He smiled in the face of fate 
And mocked him as he passed. 


No, death to him was not defeat 
But victory sublime; 
The grave prompted him to be 
A hero for all time.
